~ accompanied by great heat and 
humidity, such as workers Ip 
+ Inundries, bakeries, foundries, 
ete. In this condition premon!- 
+. tory symptoms or warning signs, 
such as a sick stomach, vomit- 
ing, a feeling of faintness, dizzl- 
ness and at times a sense of tin- 
gling throughout the body, are 
usually in evidence. 

During very hot weather per 
sons having these symptoms 
should go to a coo), shady spot, 
sit or le down and keep perfect- 
ly quiet, awaiting medical at- 
tendance, In heat exhaustion or 
beat prostration the body tem- 
perature is never elevated, but 
may be below normal; the skin 
is frequently found cool and 
clammy, with free persplintion; 
the pulse Is fast and weak, The 
affilcted person ts very restless % 
and may be unconscious. ‘The 
natural appearance {s often the 
same as that of a person who 
has fainted, Although In expert 
hands warmth may be applied 
aud stimulants administered, yet 
ft is advised, lest a mistake be 
made in determining the exact 
coudition of the individual, not 
to give any remedies, but to 
awalt the arrival of a doctor, 
who should be sent for at once, 
and the person removed to & 
cool, well ventilated reom as 
soon as possible.

Oraft for Deepening Port Neleon Har- 
bor « Wonderful Boat. 


filment of the Dominion Government's 
great plans for the creation of a deep 
| water harbor at Port Nelson, on big 
Hudson Bay, was the departure from 
Toronto recently of the biggeet and 

trongest steel hydraulic dredge of its 
| kind ever built in Canada, the Port 


The new vessel, the contract price 
‘of which was $270,000, was built at 
the yards of the Polson Iron Works 


here, and the whole undertaking from 
atert to finieh was accomplished in 
‘exactly « hundred deys. This pro- 


bably establishes a Canadian record 
for the building of a vessel of such 

fize. 

While the finishing touches wera 
being made to the boat a party of about 
fifty shiping » an and marine engineers 
inspected the vessel at the invitation 
of the Polson Company. These men 
afterwards stated that the new atecl 
dredge more than came wp to expecta: 
tions. 

‘“*'We have had night and day gangs 
or workers engaged on the construc: 
tion of tbe dredgé twenty-four hours 
a day and without a let up in order 
to bring it to completion within the 
one hundred days,’’ said Manager Ai 
J. Jefferies. 

fhe inspection was made with Wm. 
Newman, works manager of the Pol- 
son Jron Worke, who furnished the 
designs from which the vessel was 
built, acting as the guide. 

Completely equipped, — the dredge 
will weigh 1,200 tons, and is a double: 
decked structure. It is 180 by 43 feet, 
with © moulded depth of 11 feet, and 
® dreuwkt of 614 feet, is steel through: 
out and fitted with five bulkheads, 
dividing it into six watertight com- 
partments. 

A 24%inch suction pipe is located in 
\ the forward end of the hold, directly 
connected with a 14 by 22 by 36 by 
2l-inch triple expansion engine, ob: 
taining steam from two 13 by 12 feet 
Scotch boilers, also located in the 
hold to the engines. 

The operation of the dredge is out 
of the ordinary, because it is not of the 
stern pive type. ‘Two steam capstans 
will be located at the stern, and one at 
the bog, and by means of anchors lo- 
cated some distance each side of the 
vessel, at both front and stern, tho 
dredge will be moved from side to side 
bodily, the dredge end of the dis- 
charge pipe moving with it. The cut- 
ter and suction arm at the front will 
he raised end lowered by a winch en- 
yine in the centre of the vessel, All 
| the contro] of the suction, cutters and 

winch machinery will be from a cen- 

tral point at the rear in en operating 
room, on the upper deck. 

An important feature of the dredga 
is a complete machine shop, equipped 
with lathes, planer, drills, ete., in a 
room in the hold of the stern. In ad- 
dition, there is a compressed air unit 
with a supply of sir tools, and a emalt 
praes furnace for the production of 
small braes castings. his w.ll make 
the dredge self-contained in the event 
of breakdown far away from supplies. 

Both sides of the main deck at the 
front of the engine room are divided 
off into cabins for tke officers and 
crew, and the central part of the main 
deck at the frent forms a saloon... A 
crew of 36 will be carried. 

The ¢redge, while Uperating for the 
most part in fresh water, has been 
given salt water equipment through- 
out. This includes copper piping and a 
fresh water tank of 80 tons capacity. 
The coal capacity is 250 tons. 

The dredge is making the trip from 
Toronto to Hudson Bay by way of the 
St. Lawren-e River, being of a suitable 
size to paes through the loc’ s, and 
around the Labrador coast. It will be 
towed all the way. ‘T<.aporary rudders 
on each side of the stern will be added 
for the trip. The dredge is provided 
with 600 feet of 134 inch stud link 
chain, with a three-ton anchor. There 
is «130 n sea anchor in case it is neces- 
sary for the tug to cast ths dredge 
adrift et sea.

Chairman of G. T. Board is Immortal- 
ized at Last. 

Right in the heart of the great fruit 
orchard of Britieh Columbie—thet pic- 
turesque spot known os the Buikley 
Valley—surveyors and engineers and 
all euch are busy on a new town. 

That town hes a reason. 

So hes its name. 

The firat is the fact thet it is the 
only general freight and passenger divi- 
rion Wear between Prince Rupert and 
Fort George. 

The second is-—-Smithers. 

And a very good reneon the town bas 
for ealling eet by the name of its 
godfather, Not only because Mr, Alfred 
Waldron Smithers is chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Grand ‘Trunk, 
vithough that slone would seem suff 
cient rearon, Not only because, ar tho 
highest officer of the Grand Trunk Pa 
cife, he is called the couneellor of the 
Grand Trunk official family. A most 
estimable characteristic to be sure. 

Still, that is not the only reason why 
the first general freight and passenger 
division point east of the western ter- 
minus of the new railway should be 
called after the good counsellor of the 
official family. 

He was asked to be the godfather of 
many Western towns which we saw 
not long ago out in the heart of tho 
Rockies —- towns which looked calmly 
on huge glaciers and rushing torrents 
on mighty casendes and forests of 
cedar; towns which are springing gra- 
dually from canves and tent prosperity 
into the more substantial forms in lum- 
ber and brick. 

And now comes the reason why the 
last town—and most decidedly not the 
least —- came to be named after the 
great man who is quick to recognize 
good work, and just #8 quick to clothe 
criticism in silence. 


‘(Gerve the others firat’’ was his 
matto. 
And that is how they have Edson 


and Watrous and Biggar end Wain- 
wright, not to forget Melville, named 
aftcr the great man, Charles Melville 
Haye, in whose brain the whole West- 
ern scheme originated. It was all so 
characteristic of Alfred Waldron 
Hmithers to wish to be the last god- 
father on the Western line. 

Perhaps that is why they made his 
town such an important one. For, apart 
from being in the very centre of things 
agrichltural, Smithers, the town, wears 
a perpetual belt of silver, copper, and 
lead. 

Which seems rather extravagant for 
a nowly-christened infant of the West 

or anywhere. 

But we must speak of Smithers, the 
man, His modesty bas been hinted at 
above. Forty years ago, when he was 
a youth of 23, he joined the London 
Stock Exchange, and remained a mem- 
ber until four years ago, when he re- 
signed, to devote his energies +o the de- 
velopment of railroads in Canada. 
Being the son of the late William Henry 
Amithers, of the Bank of England, it 
noems natural that he should be recog- 
nized ee a financial authority through- 
out the British Empire. 

In 1805 ho became a director of the 
Grand Trunk, later being elected vice- 
president and chairmen. 

England still claims much of his at- 
tention, he being a director of the South 
Fastern and Chatham Railway, and 
chairman of the English Association 
of American Share and Bondholders. 

And apart from all this, from his 
interest in things of national import, 
jt is possibly the most interesting in 
his private life. Children are his weak- 
ness, and wherever he is, he is seen 
surrounded by Jaughing tots, ell de- 
lighted to be entertained by the ‘‘big 
man of finance.’’

To Renew Curl In Feathers.

Yet fogs and mists oF 
rains are as frequent as ever, and os- 
trich feathers are now worn at all 
times of the day and night regardless 
of the weather. Plumetis feathers 
were put forward to fill the role of @ 
feather which moisture would not 
change, but they do not take the place 
of the regulation ostrich feather. 

There is only one thing to do if you 


wear ostrich feathers, and that is to 
learn how to curl them. It is as good 
as impossible to send a feather to 
the prosessional cleaner to be curled 
every time there is a summer shower. 

When the moist hat with feather 
trimming is removed put it, if pos- 
sible, near a fire. Heat often restores 


a good deal of the lost curl When 
this is not possible let the feather dry 
thoroughly and then recur! it with 
a nail file, the blunt edge of a knife 
or some other steel or silver blade 
which is not sharp. 

Work with one or two of the fronds 
of the feather at a time. Catch them 
between the thumb and the blade near 
the stem of the feather and slowly 
and firmly draw the thumb and the 
blade along the fronds to the edge. 
If necessary go over some of the 
feathers twice,

Prisoners Shculd be Examined by Phy- 
sic ens to Determine Whether In- 
sane of Criminal 

That crime is a good thing because 
it brings us to understand social prob- 
lems is the sta:tling theory recently 
advanced by Prof. Benjamin Moore 3 
University College, Liverpool, at the 
recent annual meeting of the British 
Medical Association. <A special sess- 
ion was held at which the treatment 
of crime and criminals was discussed. 

Perfect laws would show that we 
were nic longer progressing, said Doc- 
tor Moore. Old crimes are disappear- 
Ing and new crimes are arising, and I 
trus. new crimes will always rise. 

Following Doctor Moore's address, 
Doctor Passmorc, superintendent of 
the Croydon hospital for the insane, 
urged that When a man who commits 
a crime is apprehended, someone be 
appointed to examiny the prisoner to 
ascertain whether he is insane or 
criminal. After such an examination 
Doctor Passmore said, the proper 
treatment could be prescribed. 

The Rey. C, B. Simpsvn, chaplain 
inspector of prisons, who had been in- 
vited to give his conclusion as to the 
proper treatment of crime, defended 
the present penal system, specially 
emphasizing his belief that impriscn-

As for my- 
self, duving the three wee..s I spent in 
Holloway jail I used to lie awake be- 
tween 3 and 6 in the morning and say 
to myself that if I got out I would 
take green chartreuse, although I had 
never tsken any in my life before. But 
when I came out I refrained from do- 
ing so because I was afraid.
